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Last week in Utah a 10-year moratorium was 
broken and a convicted murderer was executed. 
According to some, the world will never be the 
same. 

Just the day before the execution of Gary 
Giimore, columnist Morrie Ryskind quoted 
another famed columnist, Franklin P. Adams, 
who wrote some years ago: "At the time of a 
cold-blooded murderi no punishment seems 
severe enough for the slayer; but' at the time of a 
coldblooded execution, no crime seems horren- 
dous enough to warrant the penalty." 

Human sympathy is aroused as the date draws 
near and we know that a fellow human being is 
going to be put to death at a prescribed hour. 
Those who sincerely oppose capital punishment 
often contribute to the emotional impact and add 
to the drama by emphasizing their point that we 
should eliminate^ the death penalty entirely. 

IT IS A DETERRENT , 
My own conscience tells me that the death

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sentence is a deterrent and that society has a right — «dilldfe«ii~ 
in its own defense to take the life of those who 
commit murder with premeditation and planning. 
I don't like to use the term capital "punishment" 
because I think the emphasis should be on 
society's self-denfense rather than on the death 
penalty as punishment alone. 

But I don't want to labor the merit or demerit of 
the "supreme penalty," as it is so often called. 
We've been through a traumatic experience with 
the Giimore execution. Oddly enough, it seems, 
because in this case the condemned man wasn't 

fighting for his life, but instead wanted the 
sentence carried out.

jailed for an alleged swindle attempt over insured 
art objects, admitted Saturday that he posed 
successfully as a medical doctor last year in a 
rural Wisconsin town, according to authorities.

. . Schroeder admitted the medical ruse Saturday 
to Detective Chris Clements of the Lake County 
sheriff's police, according to an investigator. 
Schroeder already was in jail on another charge - 
allegedly attempting to defraud an insurance 
company of $80,000 through a fictitious report of 
vandalism of expensive art objects. 

He is to.be arraigned in Lake. County Circuit 
Court on charges of criminal damage to property, 
fraud and filing, a false police report. He was
